BOARDS ARE URGED 


TO BE PATRIOTIC 


Will Have Great Latitude 
for Applying Rules of 
Exemption. 


Washington, 
July 
2.—Regulations 
to govern the next step toward 
se- 
lecting a national war army from the 
millions 
registered 
for 
service 
on 
June 5, were issued today at the di- 
rection of President Wilson. 


They leave to be prescribed 
later 
the manner of determining the order 
of liability of the men registered, but 
set forth in great detail the method of 
arriving at exemptions, and the work 
generally of the 
local 
and district 
boards already named to carry 
out 
the task. 
Exemption regulations add 
little to the terms of the draft law, 
the question of whether a man be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 30 is entitled 
to exemption because of dependents, 
the nature of his occupation or phys- 
ical unfitness being? for the boards to 
decide after proper investigation.

New York, July 2.—Belief that a 
U-boat was sunk by two bombs drop- 
ped by a hydroplane in a fight at sea 
with a torpedo boat a swift submarine 
chaser and the aircraft was expressed 
by passengers and officers on an Ital- 
ian steamship which arrived here to- 
day from Mediterranean ports.

REGULATIONS 


(Continued From T-aoe l.) 


In the near future, a date will be set 
by Brigadier General Crowder, pro- 
vost marshal general, for t h e meeting 
and organization of the boards. At the 
same time, it is expected that the selec- 
tion regulations will be promulgated 
so that the process m a y be put under 
way without delay. The pre.sent inten- 
tion is to call the men selected to the 
colors about September 1, or as soon 
thereafter as the cantonments to house 
t h e m can be completed. 


In a statement accompanying the 
announcement of the regulations, the 
president called upon the boards to do 
their work fearlessly and impartially 
and to remember that "our armies at 
the front will be ctrengthened and sus- 
tained if they be composed of men free 
f r o m any sense of injustice in their 
mode of selection." 


Text of tlio Statement. 
The statement follows: 


The regulations which I a m today 
causing to be promulgated, 
pursu- 
ant to the direction of the selective 
service law, cover t h e remaining 
steps of the plan for calling into 
the service of the United States qual- 
ified men f r o m those w h o have reg- 
istered; those selected as the result 
of this process to constitute, with the 
regular army, the national guard and 
the navy, the fighting forces of the 
nation, all of v?hich forces are under 
the terms of t h e law placed in a po- 
sition of equal right, dignity and 
responsibility with the members of 
all other military forces. 


The regulation have been dra%vn 
with a view to the n ^ d s and circum- 
stances of the whole country and 
provide a system which it is expected 
will work with the least inequality 
and personal hardship. 
Any system 
of selecting men for military service, 
whether voluntary or Involuntary in 
its 
operation, 
necessarily 
selects 
some men to bear the burden of dan- 
ger and sacrifice for the whole na- 
tion. 
T h e system 
here 
provided 
places all men of military age upon 
an even plane and then, by a selec- 
tion which neither favors the one nor 
penalizes t h e other, 
calls out the 
requisite n u m b e r f o r service. 


Boards Must Be Patriotic. 


The successful operation of this 
law and of these regulations depends 
necessarily upon the loyalty, patriot- 
ism and justice of the members of 
the boards to whom its operation is 
committed, and I admonish 
every 
member of every local board a n d of 
every district board of r e v i e ^ that 
their duty to their country requires 
an impartial and fearless perform- 
ance of t h e delicate and diiïicult 
duties 
intrusted 
to them. 
They 
should remember as to each indi- 
vidual case presented to them that 
they a r e called upon to adjudicate 
the moat sacred rights of the indi- 
vidual and to preserve untarnished 
the honor of the nation. 


Our armies at the front will be 
strengthened and sustained if they 
be composed of m e n free from any 
sense of injustice in their mode of 
selection and they will be, inspired 
to loftier Ideals in behalf of a coun- 
try in which the citizens called upon 
to perform 
high 
public 
functions 
perform them In justice, fearlessness 
and Impartiality. 


Upon organizing, the local boards 
will take over 
from 
registration 
boards all registration cards which 
they will number serially and list 
for posting to public view. 
Then, 
after having been advised of t h e 
method by which t h e order of lia- 
bility for eervlce shall be determined 
and of the quota to be drawn from 
its territory (minus credits for en- 
listments in the national guard or 
the regular a r m y ) each board will 
prepare a list of persons designated 
for service in the order of their lia- 
bility, post t h e list, give it to the 
press and within three days send 
notice to each designated person by 
mail. 


As t h e men so notified appear, the 
boards first will make a physical ex- 
amination in accordance with special 
regulations to be provided, bearing 
In mind that all persons accepted 
by them 
will be re-examined by

Persons who must be exempted or 
discharged by the local board in- 
clude: 


Officers of the United States, of 
the states, territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, ministers of re- 
ligion, students of divinity, persons 
in the military or naval service of 
the United States, subjects of Ger- 
many, all other aliens who have not 
taken out 
first 
papers, county or 
municipal officers, 
customs 
house 
clerks, workmen in federal armories, 
arsenals and navy yards, persons In 
the federal service 
designated by 
the president for exemption, pilots, 
m e r c h a n t marine sailors, those with 
a status with respect to dependents 
which renders their exclusion desir- 
able (a married m a n with depend- 
ent wife or child, son of a depend- 
ent widow, son of dependent, aged 
or infirm parents, or brother of de- 
pendent 
orphan 
child 
under 16 
years of age), those found morally 
deficient and any member of a n y 
well recognized 
religious sect ex- 
isting May 18, 1917, whose 
creed 
forbids participation 
in w a r a n d 
whose religious convictions 
accord 
with the creed. 


Claims for exemption because of 
dependents may be made by t h e m a n 
himself, his wife or other depend- 
ents, or by a third party w h o has 
personally Investigated the case. 
A 
claim made by the husband 
must 
be accompanied by supporting affi- 
da\'lts signed by the wife and by 
the head of a family residing in the 
same territory. A claim by the wife 
or a third party must be accom- 
panied by two supporting affidavits 
signed by the heads of families. 


Similar rules govern claims on the 
grounds of other dependents, the de- 
pendents or third parties being au- 
thorized to file claims with support- 
ing affidavits. 
In each 
case t h e 
board must be 
satisfied before it 
grants exemption or discharge that 
the dependent 
or dependent» ac- 
tually are supported mainly by t h e 
fruits of the man's mental or physi- 
cal labors. 


Local boards are required, subject 
to appeal, to pass upon claims for 
exemption or discharge within three 
days after the filing of affidavits. 


District boards must decide ap- 
peal cases within five days after the 
closing of proofs and their decision 
is 
final. 
If the ruling of a local 
board is 
affirmed, the 
person in 
question stands finally accepted for 
military service. 


Employment 
Exemptions. 


In placing claims or exemption in 
necessary industrial and agricultural 
occupations, 
t h e 
district 
boards 
must be convinced that 
particular 
enterprise affording 
such 
employ- 
ment actually is necessary to the 
maintenance of the military estab- 
lishment or national interest during 
the emergency. 


The evidence must also establish, 
even if the particular industrial en- 
terprise is found necessary for one 
of the above purposes, that the con- 
tinuance of such person therein is 
necessary to the maintenance there- 
of and that he cannot be replaced 
by another person without 
direct, 
substantial, material loss and detri- 
ment to the adequate and effective 
operation of the particular industrial 
enterprise or agricultural enterprise 
in which he is engaged. 


Later, 
the president may f r o m 
time to time designate certain in- 
dustries or classes of industries that 
are 
necessary 
and 
the 
district 
boards will be so notified. 
It will 
be the.duty of each board, however, 
to ascertain the available labor sup- 
ply for such industries outside the 
men called for military service and 
to take the result into consideration 
in determining such things. 


"In the operation of the district 
board," this section of the regula- 
tions concludes, "the direct substan- 
tial, material loss to any such in- 
dustrial or agricultural 
enterjirlae 
outweighs the loM that would re- 


sult from failure to obtain t h e mili- 
tary service of any such person, a 
certificate of discharge m a y be is- 
sued to him, • 
* *." 


Certificates of exemption will not 
necessarily 
be 
permanent. 
They 
m a y be revoked with changing con- 
ditions, or m a y b^ granted only for, 
prescribed 
periods.

ed, should be ready by October. 


A premium is to be paid fo>- ^peed 
of construction. 
The army must 
be 
trained and it cannot be trained until 
it is housed. 
Therefore, the buildmg 
of these citje.«? before the snow flici is 
more important than the saving of a 
few dollars. 


Sixteen cities each of 40,000 popula- 
tion are to be constructed in ninety 
days. 
This is some job. 
Each city 
must 
have 
its 
wooden 
houses, 
its 
streets, sewers, water systems, electric 
lights, 
railroad 
yards, 
water 
mains, 
garbage 
incinerators, 
amusement 
halls, storage .«structures and scores of 
other incidentals to the life of a mil- 
itary city. 


As much 
money will be spent 
in 
ninety days as the government rpent 
on the P a n a m a canal in a year. 


The sites have been 
selected 
and 
most of them surveyed and laid off inio 
their future streets, drill grounds, ball 
fields, freight yards and residence sec- 
tions. 
In some instances the lumber 
and other materials arc on the way. 


Each cantonment will require about 
4,000 car loads of inateriai, and it i3 
estimated 150,000 cars will be di-\eit- 
ed from their usual business to take 
care of the cantonment work. 


Each of these wooden cities will re- 
quire 26,000,000 
feet 
of 
lumber or 
1,325 car loads, one car load of roofing 
nails, 812 car loads of crushed istone 
for the roads, 28,000 squares of roof- 
ing, 20 car 
loads 
of 
miscelloneous 
hardware, 
20 car loads of 
plumbing 
material, 192 
car 
loads 
of 
tanks, 
heaters, stoves, ranges, pipes, electri- 
cal materials, 
refrigerators and 
the 
like; 30 car loads of ties and 
other 
timber; 
20 
car 
loads 
of 
railroad 
spikes, rails, fish plates; 114 car load.s 
of ballast; 10 
car 
loads of electiic 
light polea, wires, Insulators; 
12,ooo 
cubic yards of concrete and 175 cur 
loads of sand. 


The typical cantoment house is a 
wooden affair set up on posts about 
four feet from the ground; the peak- 
ed roof is about 25 feet high, and the 
floor of each house is about 255 feet 
wide and 125 feet long.

Each house has its little book case, 
wooden table and wooden dresser.

Bach city will require 150 car loac^B 
of hospital equipment, three car loads 
of screens and 20 car loads of con- 
struction tools. 


Each cantonment will contain about 
1,000 building». 
The kitchen and the 
mess hall are separate from the living 
buildings;

own kitchan and mess. 


The erov«rnment already has 
had 


some experience in rushing up theso 
mushroom 
cities for the army. 
On 
May 
14 the quartermaster's 
depart- 
ment received orders to have quarteia 
1 piuly on June 
15 for 150.000 
men. 
This meant the erection of $7,00'>,000 
worth of new buildings at nine duTer- 
ent poats. 
That work has been rom- 
pleted. 


A typical city of this sort is located 
at Quantico, Va., where 3,000 n-arinfis 
are to make their home. 


At one end of the cantonment site 
one sees the virgin forests, .lext ho 
eeea where the forest has been buine.i 
and felled; next to this are the scant- 
lings and posts stuck into the gri>un 1 
which are to be the foundations of 
houses, and then come the house.g in 
all 8tange.s of construction, with tho 
completed product at the far end of 
the camp.

Thère is no reason to doubt that the board 
îôf park commissioners will be able to find a 
Suitable and competent forester to succeed 
Mr. Carl J . Getz. 
To assume that thé board 
will permit a work so well begun here to be 
/halted is to conceive that the board means to 
ido a foolish thing. 
The resignation of Mr. 
<^tz from the office of city forester and park 
superintendent to engage in private business 
deprives Fort Wayne of one of the most con- 
scientious and energetic servants the city ever 
has had and constitutes a loss to the public 
interest much to be regretted. 


In the five or six years of service as city 
forester Mr. Getz had inaugurated and made 
great headway with a most essential and val- 
nable work. Its results may be seen in everj^ 
part of the city. It may be seen in a notable 
degree in a great number of private premises. 
It will be seen in greater degree and to better 
advantage in the coming years when its wider- 
spread effects and influences are displayed on 
every hand. With intelligence and reason Mr. 
Gretz carried on his campaign for the proper 
forestation of Fort Wayne and where tree- 
planting had gone on in considerable ignor- 
ance and much indiscriminateness, knowledge 
and planning- have superseded. 
The elimina- 
tion ,to a large extent of certain species of 
ir^î-cs greatl}^ cultivated here but on numerous 
iccounts to be got rid of, their rephieomeni 
by suitable kinds and the proper trimming 
and scientific preservation of old trees of great 
beauty and value are some of the things that 
have marked the improvement here since the 
park board created the division of forestry 
and placed Mr. Getz at the head of it. Striking 
improvements in the development of trees and 
shrubbery in the 
pul)lic 
parks 
have 
been 
achieved and in the new residential districts 
created since the forestry work became a mu- 
nicipal function here signal results have been 
effected. 


All this good work so well begun and so 
extensively 
realized 
under 
Forester 
Getz 
should go on. Not all of the plans inaugurated 
can be fully apprehended just now, but a de- 
cade hence Fort Wayne will have revealed 
beauties certain to make her notable among 
cities as the result of these plans if there shall 
be no haltiñg of this fine progress. 


The public expectation is, we feel sure, that 
the park board will lose no time in finding à 
suitable successor to Mr. Getz to head the di- 
. vision of forestry and undertake superinten- 
dency of the public parks.

RUSSIA COMING BACK? 


SOMETHING IN COMMON. 


There have been more than transitory signs 
during the past Aveek that . Russia as an ag- 
gressive and dependable factor in the war is 
"coming back." 
That is, if the cables carry 
the truth, a promising indication that the peo- 
ple of the new democracy are suppressing the 
crazy radicals and the hirelings of the kai.«er 
—so far as consequences are embraced, dis- 
tinctly birds of a feather—and 
are 
taking 
some thought for the fact that if their dem- 
ocracy is to endure they must protect it. There 
has been a recession of uprisings and dis- 
turbances and an advancement on the battle 
fronts. 


The news of a strong defensive by the Rus- 
sians on a wide front is the best news that has 
come from the late realms of the czar since 
autocracy was overturned and its 
thrones, 
crowns and scepters sent to the scrap heap. It 
is clear that War 
Minister 
Kerensky, 
the 
young, brilliant and fervid leailer of the Rus- 
sian proletariat, has impressed a large mass 
of the army as well as the great bulk of the 
people that if what has so far been gained is 
to be fashioned into anything the like of a 
stable and self-sufficient democratic nation 
there must be victory over the world's last 
remaining despotisms. 
At all events, Russia 
is agaiji fighting, and when Russia fights up to 
anything like form, there is plenty for the 
Teutonic allies to do on that side of the war 
map. 


It is gratifying to get testimony also to the 
good effect achieved by Elihu Root and the 
American war commission now in Russia. All 
of the party in their several special ways are 
reported to have made eJccellent impressions 
and to have done much to, arouse Russians to 
a necessity to continue the war with her al- 
lies, but there is particular emphasis on the 
strength and felicitousness with which Mr. 
Root has adapted his speech, tone and spirit 
to the strange and difficult nature and tem- 
perament of the Slavs. 
Mr. Root has been 
known in America as a consummate politician, 
but that the genius which could make such 
headway with the mind and temper of the 
practical and not over-imaginative American 
electorate was equal also to the complexities 
of a case involving swarming millions of peo- 
ple to whom political status has been but a 
vague dream and a dangerous aspiration, dis- 
closes new phases of that wonderful mind that 
has been described as a great cold intellect 100 
per cent, fine, but without feeling or sym- 
pathies. Mr. Root must have discovered amaz- 
ing substitutes for those emotions if that h 
still true of him or ever was. 


The great matter now is not how it was. 
brought about, but that it has been and that 
Russia is again aggressive in the field.

" 'Millions 
spent 
for 
advertising' 
sounds big, 'but hundreds of millions 
worth of goods sold by j.dver'»sing' 
makes the actual amount spent for ad- 
vertising look small. 


"What is the exact ratio of adver- 
tising to sales anyhow? 
That is some- 
thing that every buyer would like to 
know. 


"I am glad to be able to tell the pub- 
lic. 
The Association of National Ad- 
vertisers has collected some valuable 
facts 
and 
figures 
on 
this 
subject. 
Listen to a few of them: 


The advertising of one of the lead- 
ing paint manufacturers of the coun- 
try averages 3 1-3 per cent of their to- 
tal sales. 
In other words, for every 
dollar's worth of paint they sell they 
spend 3 1-3 Cents in advertising.

Dynasty Demanded by 
Military Party. 


PRESIDENT LI IS 


GIVEN HIS ORDERS 


Little Chance Now That 
China Will Get Into the 
Big War. 


Washington, July 2.—The restora- 
tion of the Manchu dynasty in China 
has been demanded of President Li by 
Genei-al Chang Hsun and ther mili- 
tary leaders, according 
to 
state de- 
partment 
advices 
from 
Minister 
Reinsch today. 
Civil war in China is 
feared if the militarists have the pow- 
er behind them 
that 
they aeem to 
have. 


The monarchial 
coup 
d'etat came 
just at the time when peace wixs being 
restored in China. 


Minister Reinsch's dispatch, which 
was dated noon yesterday, says Gen- 
eral Chang Hsun, military governor of 
Anhwei province, and leader of the 
militarist party, has suddenly sent an 
ultimatum to President Li, demand- 
ing the immediate restoration of Em- 
peror Hsuan Tung, whose abdication 
of the Manchu throne on February 
12, 1912, ushered in the Chinese re- 
public. 


Chang Hsun was supported by Shu 
Shi-Chang, guardian of the boy em- 
peror and former member of the coun- 
cil of state under the Manchu, and 
by Ken Yen Wei and other old type 
statesmen. 


No intimation has been received of 
President Li's attitude, but as he is a 
strong republican and constitutional- 
ist, it is expected he will resist the 
ultimatum as long as any chance of 
success remains. 


All the southern provinces south ^t 
the Yang Tse river are expected to re- 
volt in case of a Manchu restoration. 


China's entry into the war is felt 
here now to be practically out of the 
question. 
It is assumed that the mili- 
tarists are strong enough to at least 
split the country.

AMAZED 


Decision of the Commission 


on Proposed Increase is 
a Surprise. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 2.—-Samuel 
Rea, president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad system, has issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the deci- 
sion of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the 15 per cent, advance 
rate case: 


"I am amazed at the reasoning, and 
discouraged by the conclusion, in the 
rate decision. 
The eastern railroads 
are the great terminals for the whole 
country, and absolutely require the 
15 per cent, increase immediately. The 
Pennsylvania system Is indicative of 
conditions on the railroads in eastern 
territory, and its operations verify the 
estimates made for the commission. 


"The five months ending with May 
show an increase of about 9 per cent., 
in gross earnings, but a decrease of 
about 27 per cent, in net operating 
income, or nearly $10,500.000, com- 
pared with 1916. Costs of labor and 
materials are still rising, especially 
fuel coal, which will be Increased by 
several millions over what was esti- 
mated in the rate case. 


"Notwithstanding all the railroads 
are doing in co-operating with the 
government (and no other 
Interests 
are doing more) the country will real- 
ize that there will probably be more 
congestion next fall and winter than 
It has heretofore experienced. We are 
bending every effort to meet that situ- 
ation, but instead of putting the rail- 
roads In a position where they can 
give »ubstantial assistance by addi- 
tional facilities and equipment, their 
credit will be seriously 
limited by 
this decision and the country at large 
must of necessity suffer. 


"The commission 
estimates a re- 
turn of only 4.89 per cent, for the 
year ending June 30, 1917, on the 
road and equipment provided for pub- 
lic use by the eastern railroads, and 
yet decline to grant a reasonable in- 
crease In rates. 
What credit or pro- 
gress can be based on any such inade- 
quate return? 


"The experience of the weak con- 
dition of the railroads for five years 
prior to 1916, with practically no new 
mileage constructed, and insufficient 
terminal facilities, it utterly ignored. 


"I dislike to criticise the govern- 
mental decision, but the people should 
know why it is impossible to pro- 
vide adequate facilities and service, 
which are Imperatively required for 
this growing country, and should un- 
derstand how unjustly the eastern 
railroads are being ti-eated."

Text ol tho Statement. 


The statement follows: 


The regulations which I am today 


causing to be promulgated, pursu- 
ant to the direction of the selective 
service law, cover the remaining 
steps of- the- plan 'for calling into 
the service of the United States qual- 
ified men from those who have reg- 
istered; those selected as the reault 


. of this process to constitute, with the 


regular army, the national guard and 
the navy, the fighting forces of the 
nation, all of which forces are under 


the terms of the law placed In a po- 
• sitlon of equal right, dignity and 


responsibility with the members of 
all other military forces. 


The regulation have been drawn 


with a view to the needs and circum- 
stances of the whole country and 
provide a system which it is expected 
will work with the least Inequality 
and personal hardship. Any system 
of selecting men for military service, 
whether voluntary or Involuntary in 
its operation, necessarily 
selects 


some men to bear the burden of dan- 
ger and sacrifice for the whole na- 
tion. The system here provided 
places all men of military age upon 
an even plane and then, by a selec- 
tion which neither favors the one nor 
penalizes the other, calls out the 
requisite number for service. 


Boards Must Be Patriotic. 
The successful operation of this 


law and of these regulations depends 
necessarily upon the loyalty, patriot- 
ism and justice ot the members of 
the boards to whom its operation is 
committed, and I admonish every 
member of every local board and of 
every district board of reviej| that ] 
their duty to their country requires 
an impartial and fearless perform- 
ance of the delicate and difficult 
duties Intrusted to them. 
They 


should remember, so to each indi- 
vidual case presented to them that 
they are called upon to adjudicate 
the most sacred rights of the indi- 
vidual and to preserve untarnished 
the honor of tho nation. 


Our armies at the front will be 


strengthened and sustained if they 
be composed of men free from any 
sense of injustice in their mode o 
selection and they will be inspired 
to loftier ideals in behalf of a. coun 
try in which the citizens called upon

and impartiality.

poisonous species. 
The presence of 


insects on mushrooms, too, is no proof, 
they are safe for human consumption. 
The common belief that if mushrooms 
are soaked or boiled in salt water they 
will 'do no harm, also is a dangerous 
and unfounded supposition.
